THE IRISH SETTLEMENT 


The world will breathe a deep sigh of rebel and satis­ 
faction over the agreem ent on the Irish question. For TOO 
y ears this has been a m atter of deep concern and blood in 
ab un d an ce has been shed. 
Ireland suffered untold misery 
u n der the tyrannical rule of E ngland and the people resisted 
by every m eans in their pow er only to be sternly repressed. 
It w as not until the great Gladstone cam e into pow er that 
some m easure of relief was g ran ted the unhappy island but 
h e did not live to see his efforts crow ned with home rule 
which he so earnestly advocated for many years. 
Neither was 
it perm itted Daniel O ’Connell, Parnell, Redmond and other 
leaders to see a free Ireland. 
The worst feature of British rule was the system of land 
tenure. 
W hen the island w as conquered the land was parcell­ 
ed out to favorites of the British crown. 
They cared nothing 
for the people fu rth er than the money they could w ring from 
th e m and the plight of the Irish tenant w as indeed a despei- 
ate one. 
T housands sought refuge in other countries, notably 
America, and each succeeding census show ed a decrease in 
population. 
Finally law s were enacted to enable the tenants 
to b u y out their landlords and it w as even possible to force 
landlords to parcel out their holdings and sell out. 
This a f ­ 
forded some relief but even then the Irish question was not 
-entirely solved. 
T he Sinn Feiners becam e a factor in the long fight after 
th e d e ath of the last breat leader, Jo h n Redmond, who advo­ 
cated peaceful methods. 
T heir struggle has been long and 
bloody and their stubbornness th rea te n ed to m ake any so tt 
of settlem ent, except by force, an impossibility, even w hen 
offered generous term s by the Lloyd-George cabinet. 
It is 
a cause for congratulation th a t wiser counsel finally prevailed 
and th a t an agreem ent has been reached th a t will m ake it 
possible for the Irish to develop their m any resources and 
w ork out their own destiny. 
It was not to be supposed that 
the British governm ent would ever g ran t absolute independ­ 
ence, but placed on the sam e status under which C anada, 
South A frica and Australia have prospered, the Irish will 
have no one but themselves to blam e if peace is not speedily 
restored and the island on the road to prosperity. 
T here is a possibility, of course, th at the settlement may 
* not be ratified by the Sinn Fein, but if it fails they will have 
much to answ er for.

Sometimes they 
vote for a m an who is a chronic failure in his own business 
simply because he needs the salary attached to the office he 
seeks. 
More often they are misled by the glowing promises m ade 
by a dem agogue and ta k e his word for it th a t he is full of 
devotion to the cause of the people. 
In the rush of business 
the average m an does not go beneath the surface enough to 
ascertain the fitness of a candidate or take time to participate 
in governm ent matters. 
On the other hand a reputable business m an is slow to 
enter the lists as a candidate against a crook.

lous m ethods of the professional politician do not appeal to 
him and he has no liking to go thro ug h the ordeal of being * 
m ade the targ e t for unjust criticism and vilification.

Working through the county fed­ 
erations of the state bankers' orga­ 
nization, bankers throughout Illin­ 
ois are being urged to take up the 
Arentz plan, which provides for ap­ 
pointment of a deputy sheriff for 
every bank in every town and orga­ 
nization of a vigilance 
c o m m it t e e 
in every large town. The captain 
of the committees also would be a 
deputy sheriff. 
Mr. 
Arentz suggests that shot­ 
guns be placed in all places of bus­ 
iness surrounding the bauk, to be 
used in emergency. 
A regular crew of four men, he 
says, 
should 
be 
stationed at the 
sheriff’s office, with a high power 
automobile, ready to jump into the 
machine and 
speed 
to the scene 
of any bank hold-up or any other 
major crime. 
By 
proper arrange­ 
ment with the telephone company, 
which would be furnished with a 
list of deputies, every deputy sher­ 
iff in the county would be notified 
and a guard thrown out to inter­ 
cept travellers on all roads lead­ 
ing from the crime. 
If 
the 
bandits 
have 
passed 
through the circle of deputies, oth­ 
er towns would be notified and the 
vigilance committee of those towns 
would then take up the chase. 
Two counties, La Salle and Du 
rage, 
have already 
approved the 
plan and appointed committees to 
work out its 
installation. 
Other 
counties are expected to take up the 
plan as soon as possible to work 
out details, according to Mr. Arentz.
